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S the autumn output of new books pours into the Booklist 
office we have come to watch for and welcome the many 

new editions of old favorites which the publishers are offering. 
There is a constant endeavor to present old titles in format 
suitable for library use, with inviting type and illustrations 
that will delight and add to the reader’s enjoyment of the 
story. These new editions offer a very definite aid to those 
who are consciously seeking to so introduce the classics to 
young people that they will be read with pleasure. This 
month the number of these books that are especially appro- 
priate for use in intermediate collections and high school 
libraries is remarkable. There are two of the “Rittenhouse 
classics”—The old curiosity shop and Emma—both having illus- 
trations that seem appropriate. Another Dickens, A tale of 
two cities, is one of Dodd, Mead and company’s “International 
classics.” Donald Teague’s pictures of ships, the sea and sailors 
give an added zest to Cooper’s tale of The pilot, which Minton, 
Balch and Company have brought out uniform with The spy of 
last year, while Jules Verne’s famous sea tale will be more popu- 
lar than ever in the new make-up given it by Scribner. This 
year The deerslayer comes to join the ranks of those stories 
which have been made more real by Mr. Wyeth’s art. The color 
and action of his pictures, combined with their historical accuracy, 
are a source of constant satisfaction. Adam Bede with illustra- 
tions by Gordon Browne will be a pleasant surprise for the stu- 
dent obliged to read a novel by George Eliot, and Les misérables 
which Dodd, Mead and Company have issued with numerous 
colored illustrations by Mead Schaeffer should meet with a ready 
and appreciative response. 
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N unusual opportunity appears in the offer to libraries of two 

important books now available at greatly reduced prices. 
These are The new atlas and commercial gazetteer of China and 
The far eastern products manual, both compiled under the super- 
vision of Mr. Edwin J. Dingle.

The Manual is an alphabetical 
encyclopedia of far eastern products, raw and manufactured, 
with information as to their nature, occurrence, use and distribu- 
tion. Only Mr. Dingle’s retirement from far eastern concerns 
and the winding up of the affairs of the Shanghai publishing 
house make this offer possible, and it is hoped that libraries will 
avail themselves of it.
